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Three Cultures in Conflict at Fort Necessity

Three very different cultures came into conflict over trade and land, sparking the Battle at Fort Necessity which had
important ramifications on our nation’s history. This new half-day program helps students learn about the French,
the British and the American Indians; and the circumstances that led to war. The program includes a workshop
in the learning lab where students learn about the three cultures through hands-on activities, a guided tour of the
reconstructed fort, a tour of the exhibits, viewing the 20- minute film, visiting the bookstore and access to picnic
tables for lunch.
